mouths previously he had captured the 
camp of the insurgent general, Lacnna, 
Incidentally obtaining Lacuna's t seal, 
official papers and a quantity of signed 
correspendenc-e.

• With th« Macabebes were four ex- 
Insurgent officers, one being a Spaniard 
and the other three lagalogs, whom 
General Funston trusted implicitly. 


General Funstou aud the American 


oflleers wor« plain blue shirts and khaki 
trousers. 
Th»y carried each a half 


blanket, but wore no insignia of rank. 
The Macabebes trcre carefully instruct- 
ed to obey the orders of the four ex-iu- 
surgeat officers. 


On the night of March 8 the party em- 


barked on the United States gunboat 
Vieksburg. 
At 2 a. in., March 14, the 


iVlcksbnrg put her lights out and ran 
In shore 25 miles south of Casiguran. 
The party lauded aud marched to Cas- 
iguraa. The Americans had never gar- 
risoned this place, and the inhabitants 
ove strong insurgent 
sympathizers. 


Having arrived there the ex-insurgent 
officers, ostensibly coramatfding ftie 
Harty, announced that they were on 
the way to join Aguinaldo, that they 
had surprised 
an American survey 


party and that they had killed a num- , 
ber, capturing fire. They exhibited 
General Funston and the other Ameri- 
cans as their prisoners. 


The insurgent president of Caslguran 


believed the story. Two of the Lacuna 
letters, previously concocted, were for- 
warded to Aguinaldo at Palanan. Gen- 
eral Fnnston and the others were kept 
imprisoned for three days, surrepti- 
tiously giving orders at night. 


On the morning of March 17, taking , 


a Email quantity of cooked corn, the 
party started on a 90-mile march to 
Palanan. The country is rough and un- 


- Inhabited aud provisions could uot be 


secured. 
The party was 
almost 


-starved. 
Wading swift rivers, climb- 


lug precipitous mountains and pene- 
trating dense jungles, they marched 
seven days and nights, and on March 
22 had reached a point eight miles from 
Palanau. 
They xvere now so weak 


that it was necessary to send to Aguin- 
•Ido's camp for food. 
Aguinaldo dis- 


patched supplies and directed that the 
Americas prisoners be kindly treated, 
but not to be allowed to enter the town. 


On the morning of March 23 the ad- 


vance was resumed. The column was 
met by the staff officers of Aguinaldo 
and a detachment of Aguinaldo's body- 
guard, which was ordered to take 
charge of the Americans. 


While one of the ex-insurgent officers 


conversed with Aguinaldo's aide, an- 
other, a Spaniard, sent a courier to warn 
General Funston and the rest, who, 
with 11 Macabebes, were about an 
hour behind.

warning, General Funston avoided 
Aguiaaldo's detachment and joined the 
column, avoiding observation.

the mountains and remained there until 
tlie troops retired. 


General Funston says Aguinaldo is 


above the average in intelligence, and 
bag preposessing manners. 


Washington, M*reh 20.—The war de- 


partment has not had time as yet to 
consider the exact status of Aguinaldo, 
whether he is to be tried, and what pun- 
ishment, if any, is to be meted out to 
him.

Shows No Emotion at An- 


nouncement of Verdict 


arc not offenses <;nder the articles of 
war to be tried by a Military court-mar- 
tial or commission. 


It is hardly expected that the rigorous 


procedure for treason would be adopt- 
ed. It is presumed that Aguinaldo will 
be held, for the present at least, as a 
military prisoner. 
If tried as such, it 


would be because 
he had offended 


against some of the articles of wnr. 


This article of war bearing on the 


subject shows that the warfare in the 
Philippines has not given Aguinaldo 
such a strict military status as to re- 
lieve him from the higher and graver 
civil offenses of high treason. 
At the 


same time, there is little belief that 
this offense will be charged, the idea 


, bPing that he will be held as a prisoner 
! without any definite determination of 
' his status, and perhaps in time be 
granted amnesty on condition that he 
leave the country. 


The administration officials are not 


prepared to say what is to be done with 
Aguinaldo. 
It seems certain that none 


of them have any idea that any bodily 
punishment will be inflicted upon him. 
"It is yet too early to say what will be 
done with the rebel chieftain," said 
one of the cabinet officers last night. 
"The matter has not yet received any 
consideration by the president or cab- 
inet since his capture."

Much will depend upon the future 


of the course taken by Aguinaldo in de- 
termining what his punishment shall 
be. 
If, as indicated by General Mac- 


Arthur, he issues an address to the Fil- 
ipinos advising a general surrender 
and the acceptance of American su- 
premacy in the Philippines, he may be 
of considerable service to the sjovern- 
ment in bringing about normal condi- 
tions. 
' 
The administration will be disposed 


to take advantage of any practical ser- 
vice the chieftain may be to the gov- 
ernment, providing his acts show him 
to be sincere. 
Or, it is suggested, it 


Eiay be determined to send him away 
from Manila, probably to the island of 
Guam. The suggestion that Agniualdo 
be banished seems popular with some 
government officials and in this con- 
nection they instance the act of Great 
Britain in sending General, Cronje to 
the island of St. Heleua. 


General MacArthnr has cabled addi- 


tional particulars of tho capture of Ag- 
uinaldo. 
The mobt important state- 


ment in his cablegram is as follows: 


"i hope for a speedy cessation of hos- 


tilities throughout the archipelago as 
a consequence of this stroke. As a re- 
sult of conferences now in progress it 
is probable that Aguinaldo will issue 
an address, advising general surrender, 
delivery of arms and acceptance of 
American supremacy." 


General MacArthur says that all 


credit must be given to General Funs- 
ton for the capture of Aguinaldo, and 
recommends that he be made a briga- 
dier in the regular army. 


The conferences in "probable 
prog- 


ress" referred to in the dispatch are 
.believed at the war department to mean 
conferences with otter insurgent lead- 
ers by army offices* or by the Taft 
commission.

Trial and Even Wheu Jurors' De. 
clslon Was Made Known — Counsel 
Files a Motion For * New Trial 


Salem, Mass., March 29.—Guilty of 


murder in the first degree, 
for the 


death of George B. Bailey, at Break- 
heart Hill farm,, last October, was the 
verdict reuc^red by the jury last 
uijjht in the trial of John C. Best. 


As soon as the foreman had an- 


nounced the verdict and the legal for- 
malities had been disposed of, Lawyer 
Sisk, for Best, announced his intention 
of preparlns a motion .to have tbe ver- 
dict set aside, and to fsk for a new 
trial. 
After informing the court that 


one month was wanted to file excep- 
tions, Judge Sherman announced that 
the time would be all right. 


While Bebt was awaiting the arrival 


of the jurors, and during the time iboy 
were engaged in making known the re- 
sult of their deliberations, and even 
when he heard the words "guilty of 
murder in the first degree" from the 
lips/ of Foreman Lane, he did not show 
uuy sign of emotion, but gave his usual 
smiles to those about him. 


The only way Best showed he was in 


any way interested in the proceedings 
was when oiice lie glanced over the 
shoulders of his counsel at the jury box. 


It was just 11:03 when the judges 


took their seats, aud Cleric of Court 
George called the roll of the jurors. 


The prisoner was called, and stood 


erect, and the clerk asked the members 
of the panel if they had agreed upon 
a verdict. "We have," was the answer 
in concert. Then the clerk said: "What 
say you, Mr. Foreman, is the prisoner at 
tbe bar guitty or not guilty?" 


Foreman Lane, in a hardly audible 


tone, answered: 
"Guilty of murder in 


the first degree." 


When these words were pronounced 


the prisoner's countenance did not 
change, and there was not even a trem- 
ble of the hand. 


Judge Sherman thanked the jurors 


• for their faithful service, and said the 


prisoner had a fair trial and very able 
counsel, wlio had done everything in 
their power for him, and added: 
"We 


must all be satisfied it was a proper 
verdict under tbe circumstances." 


The final adjournment of court was 


made at 11:10 o'clock, when the pris- 
oner put on his hat and coat, \v ithout 
a sign of emotion, sbook hands heartily 
•n ith Attorneys Sisk and Clark, 
and 


smiled as lie left the room, shackled to 
the deputies. 
He was hurried to the 


jail in a carriage. 


The closipg hours of the trial were 


solemn in the extreme to the great 
crowd 
present, 
but Best scarcely 


evinced a tremor of emotion. His face 
bore an indifferent air almost all the 
tone. 
He even smiled ironically as 


Attorney General Knowlton-was sum- 
ming up for the government, and placed 
a most damaging construction on some 
incidents of the testimony. 
Particu- 


larly was this so when Mr. Knowlton 
was speaking of Stiles. The expression 
of Best's face boded no good to Stiles 
should the two be placed face to face. 


When Justice Fox was instructing the 


jury as to the law involved in the case 
Best sat bolt upright, head slightly in- 
clined forward, hanging upon every 
word of the learned presentation of tha 
legal aspects of the case. 


When the jury left the room, at 4:49, 


the prisoneu sank back in his chair, not 
exhausted, nor despairingly, but with 
that release from teuslon which waa 
felt by every person in the room as 
much as by him. 


The jury, after retiring, went almost 


immediately to supper, and it was 6:45 
before deliberation on a verdict began. 
Their consideration of the case was an 
even four hours.

Dr. Lorimer presided and 
Introduced Senator Hoar, who made the 
only address of the evening. 


Senator Hoar took up Burns as a boy,

of Bc-nos' love of God, of Scotland, ot 
Scotchmen and Scotchwomen, of the 
flowers and bills, of justice and liberty, 
and of humanity. 
Ht? told of Burns' 


weaknesses aud of the greater qualities 
which have served to make Burns the 
type of character in these latter days 
for all who believe in love of country. 


Senator Hoar's closing peroration was 


one of great charm, and his last sen- 
tence was:

soms, and the rose -is fragrant, while

scream of little Helen as the latter ran 
into another room, and then it was that 
the frantic mother ran from the house . 
to the home of her father-in-law, Sam- 
uel Marr, and gave the alarm. 
Thus 


is explained the niaunsr and the order 
in which the children were killed. 


COTTON FRC^I LOTUS LAND 


The crime for which Best is convicted 


was. disclosed on the forenoon of Oct. 
17, when two men \vho were passing 
over the floating bridge in Gleumere 
pond, between Salem and L,ynu, saw a 
sack floating on the- surface of the pond. 
Getting a long pole they drew the ob- 
ject to the bridge, and found in the sack 
the dismembered and headless body of 
a mau. 
The head, both arms and both 


legs below the knees had been backed 
off. 
The bag had been weighted with 


stones, but evidently had caught on 
some of the projecting timbers of the 
bridge and had not gone to the bottom 
of the pond. 
On the following day 


other bags containing the arms, legs 
and head of the victim were found, sim- 
ilarly weighted, in the pond. The find- 
ing of the body was immediately con- 
nected with the disappearance of 
George E. Bailey, for whom the pollco 
had been seeking for several days, and 
the identification was mado positive as 
soon as the head, which had not been 
badly mutilated, was found.. 


Bailey was caretaker and manager of 


the Breakbcart Hill farm, so-called, at 
North Saugus. In his work he was as- 
sisted by Best. 
Best having worked 


with Bailey, and certain other circum- 
Btances seeming to justify the action, 
be was placed under arrest, charged 
with having committed the murder. 
The exaiiilaitlon bj the Uicu,o;U ex- 
aminer of the remains showed that 
Bailey had been 
shot twice 
in the 


breast, and that the arms, legs and 
head had been cut off after death, both 
a knife and an axe having been used 
in the operation. The place where this 
deed was done bas not been discovered 
by the police.

ton which the English manufacturers 
need. 
Undoubtedly it is that which 


has induced the British statesmen and 
financiers, with the earnest encourage- 
ment of the manufacturers, to aid 
Egypt In financing these public works. 


England sees a colony practically as 


near to her as are the cotton fields of 
the United States providing for her a 
staple article for which she has been in 
great measure dependent upon thr 
United States. 
With a better qualitf 


of cotton, with the expectation that she 
can get it to the doors of her manufac- 
tories at less -cost than American cot- 
ton, Great Britain sees in the develop- 
ment of the immense Nile valley by the 
cotton growers an opportunity to get 
the mastery of what Is to be one of the 
great features of the world's trade, the 
cotton goods market.—New York Com- 
mercial.

The name 
of this monster is the tric*ratops. It 
was found in Missouri and will be one 
of the most curious things rhown in 
the government building, 'it is. of 
course, the only one In the world. 
Besides this colossus of the animal 
kingdom there will be a number of 
specimens with which the public is 
more or less familiar. 


In the collection from the Philippine 


Islands, which was made especially 
for the Pan-American by the late Colo- 


! nel Hiller, will be a large number of 
! curious and new specimens found both 
1 in tbe sea and on the land of these, 


I our latest possessions.

In the department of anthropology 


! there will be a large exhibit, bringing 


forth the leading phase of human ef- 
fort and progress. 
Naturally much 


attention has been given to the native 
American people, aad there will be a 
clear and systematic presentation of 
race history ttom the whole field of 
antfiropology. 


The tools and utensils employed by 


men ia the various arts will be arrang- 
ed in a series, begiwiing with the sim- 
plest and ending with the highest. A 
large group illustrating the evolution of 
the various kinds of weapons from the 
simplest to the latest improvements 
will be sliown. There will be a com- 
plete and very interesting exhibit of 
ceramics. 


There will also be a large collection 


of musical instruments, beginning with 
the primitive reed pipes to the most 
delicate modern instruments. 
There 


will be a lau*e collection of Indians, 
life size, In plastic cast, pursuing tbe 
various avocations In vogue from the 
discovery of America to the present 
time. 


In the department of geology there 


will be a large collection of minerals, 
rocks and ores which will be of espe- 
cial interest to the scientist 


The exhibit of the Smithsonian insti- 


tution will be installed In the same 
space with the exhibit of the National 
museum, both coming under the same 
jurisdiction. 
The origin of the Smith- 


sonian institution will be an item of In- 
terest in this connection. It was found- 
ed by James Smithson, an Englishman, 
who left his estate, valued at $550,000, 
to the United States government to es- 
tablish in Washington an institution 
"for the increase and diffusion of 
knowledge." 


The congress of the United States 


has placed certain bureaus of the gov- 
ernment under the direction of this in- 
stitution. These are the United States 
National museum, t&e bureau of inter- 
national changes, the bureau of Ameri- 
can ethnology, tbe National Zoological 
park and the Astropbysical observa- 
tory. 


Among the interesting thing's that 


will be exhibited by tbe Smithsonian 
will be handsome pictures and books 
pertaining to the institution^ and the 
portraits of tbe distinguished secreta- 
ries, all three of whom stand deserved- 
ly high iu tfia estlraatioB of the, world. 
These are Professor Jo'seph Henry, 
Professor Spencer Fullerton Baird and 
Professor 
Samuel Pierpont Langley. 


There will also be large and compre-i 
hensive representation of the aerodro- 
dome, one of taa most celebrated inven- 
tions of Professor Langley, which il 
successful will revolutionize travel and 
enable us all to fly ratlier than to trav- 
el through the air at great speed and 
without great danger. Professor Lang- 
ley is sanguine of ultimate success.

From 10 to 11 there is a short pause 


for a light lunch. From 11 to 1 o'clock 
the czar's time is again devoted to 
work. 
He signs' documents, studies 


bills and examines the reports of his 
ministers aud governors, to which ho 
often adds numerous marginal remarks. 
His majesty drinks meanwhile several 
glasses of tea very rarely taking wine. 
He eats a caviare sandwich. 


From 1 to 4 p. m. Is devoted to the 


joys and sorrows of the domestic 
hearth. Occasional!/ the aid-de-camp 
on duty is summoned, and the czar de- 
sires to hear anything new or interest- 
ing in the papers. His majesty is a 
very Irregular reader of the newspa- 
pers. 
Books he has not had in his 


hands for a long time. 


From 4 p. m. the czar works again, 


sometimes only till fl, but often till 7 
o'clock, when his principal inea! Is par- 
taken of. The rest of the evening till 
9:30—bnt till 10 should tbe eX-empresg 
be present-is spent with his family. 
After this he retires to his study. Punc- 
tually at midnight he goes to bed.

fere now and then with tho routine of 
his daily life, but the minister of tho 
Imperial house tries as much as possi- 
ble to keep the czar's working hours 
uninterrupted.

DRUGGISTS AT SWORD'S POINTS 


Question of Sunday Opening Causes 


Dissension Among Them 


If there should happen to be a meet- 


ing of the new druggists' association 
along about now, it would doubtless 
prove a meeting of great interest to 
every member in this city. But so far 
no meeting has been called. 


The trouble is in regard to Sunday 


opening, Some time ago, as reported, 
a number of doctors presented a pe- 
tition to the drug stores asking them to 
keep open all day Sunday for the con- 
venience of physicians and the public. 


The Wilson house drug store an- 


nounced last 
evening1 that it would 


open at 8 Sunday, and remain 'open all 
day, as on other days, keeping: open at 
night as long as business warranted. 
So far this Is the only store to ma£e 
such an announcement, although some 
of the others say that they will be 
forced to open all day If one doe?. 


But if the others open, It will be very 


bad grace Inileed, for all of them, so 
far as seen today, are bitterly opposed 
to it. Nevertheless, it is believed that 
If the Wilson house store leads the way 
next Sunday, all the other drug stores 
will be forced to follow suit, even if 
they do not on the first Sunday. 


One -of the prominent druggists of 


the city said this morning that he 
should not open his store next Sunday 
any more than the usual two hours, no 
matter how many other stores did so. 
Another said practically 
the 
same 


thing but said he might be forced to 
open a week from next Sunday if the 
others did. Most of the druggists sim- 
ply said that while .they did not want 
to open, they might be forced to do it. 


Some of them were very outspoken 


in their opinions. One druggist this 
morning, said that while the law al- 
lowed only drugs and cigars to be sold 
Sunday^- there was no doubt that all 
the stores which opened would do just 
the same kind of business that they do 
othe^days, and he predicted that it 
would not be long before the luw abid- 
ing portion of the public demanded an 
enforcement of the law which would re 
suit in about the same kind of an agi-* 
tation that resulted in closing the 
drug stores Sundays some years-ago. 


The public generally, however, re- 


gard Sunday opening as a good thing, 
and as even more than a convenience, 
to allow the purchase of medicine. One 
druggist answered this opinion by say- 
ing that the druggists of the city never 
refused to respond to a call for Sun- 
day service when it was a case of ne- 
cessity. 


Most of the druggists blame the Wil- 


son house store for not flrst asking for 
a meeting of the new association, and 
allowing the matter to be discussed 
and decided for all by the majority. 


The management of the Wilson house 


drug store said today that while they 
did not like the idea of Sunay work 
they thought the petition of the doctors 
should carry weight.

The Central Labor union last night

gpelle, says Charles M. Pepper In the 
New York Commercial Advertiser. 
For the last year they have been, 
growing more friendly in their senti- 
ments. Some time ago, when Colonel 
Bliss, the collector of customs, dis- 
missed a number of employees who be- 
longed to tbe best families in Havana 
for dishonesty, there was a very bit- 
ter feeling, and the American officials 
were almost ostracized, but this grad- 
ually died out, and during the present 
winter there was universal good feel- 
ing. 


That the Cuban women can exert 


a marked Influence if they choose to 
no one questions. They were the main- 
stay of the Insurgent juntas all over 
the island. 
A few of them actually 


were in the field. One of the amusing 
incidents which followed the American 
occupation, was in the Havana police 
court, where a man and, his wife bad 
been brought for quarreling and dis- 
turbing the peace of their neighbors. 
The husband had been a captain and 
the wife a sergeant in one of the pre- 
fecturas, as the Cubans call the dis- 
tricts which were controlled by them. 
But in the police court the rank was 
reversed. "I'm the captain," the wo- 
man announced, and tbe husband 
sheepishly promised to keep the peace ' 
and obey orders so sis to get off with- 
out being punished. 


The sentiment for'Independence has 


been marvelously strong among the 
Cuban women, but the question ia 
what they consider independence. Cap- i 
tain Sigsbee, when he was in Havana 
a year or two ago, told a story to il- 
lustrate this sentiment He may have 
told it for the benefit of the shortsight- 
ed Americans who at that time were 
urging tbe Cubans to ask for annexa- 
tion on the ground that the United 
States could do much better for them 
than they could do for themselves. No 
one seriously doubted this, but it ran 
counter to the sentiments of the people, j 


A Cuban woman of social prominence 


explained the case for Captain Sigs- 
bee's benefit "What would you think," 
she said, "of a girl for whom herjover 
had made all kinds of sacrifices, had 
suffered everything, had lost every- 
thing in order to carry out an ideal 
for her, if, when the ideal was achiev- 
' ed, she would reject him for the rich 
suitor who offered her comfort and 
luxury? Cuba has suffered everything 
for independence. Now that it is com- 
ing you Americans want her to reject 
-it for annexation, but she will never 
do so." 


But while this sentiment of inde- 


pendence must be'respected there is no 
reason to think that the Cuban wo- 
men will not accept the flag and a 
government of their own under the pro- 
tection of the United State* as tbe 
Ideal which they have sought They 
are somewhat vague in their notions of 
public affairs and of the international 
relations of the two countries. 
One 


prominent woman who is head of an 
institution of learning in Havana and , 
who has numberless university degrees j 
has been quite active in the political i' 
movements. In discussing the work 
of the constitutional convention she 
explained the Monroe doctrine as she 
understood it, which was that Cuba 
because of geography and because, too, 
of gratitude would not let any Euro- 
pean nation colonize the United States ! 
without protesting. There are some of 
tbe men whose notions of the Monroe 
doctrine have been as vague, but re- 
cently a better understanding of tbe 
subject has prevailed. 


Some confusion of identity exists in 


tbe United States regarding General 
Maximo Gomez'and Juan Gualberto 
Gomez. A day or two ago a congress- 
man ascribed some sentiments to the 
old general which were uttered by Ju- 
an Gualberto. He was surprised when 
it was explained to him tbat Maximo 
Gomez was not a member of the con- 
vention and that tbe other Gomez was 
the one whom he had been reading 
about Tbe two men bate each other 
very cordially. Juan Gualberto Gomez 
Js the colored member and to some ex- 
tent the intellectual leader of the negro 
race in the islands, yet Maximo Go- 
mez always will have a greater control 
over the black vote than will Gualber- 
to, because tbe negroes fought under 
him. Gualberto Gomez edits two news- 
papers and In other respects is kept 
well before the public. He is a very 
facile writer and writes many of the 
resolutions of tbe convention. He is 
also a warm friend of Bishop Sbarreti 
and is in sympathy with the bishop's 
efforts to harmonize church and state 
in tbe future republic. 


Confusion also exists regarding tbe 


Sanguily who is a member of the con- 
vention and Tvho Is alternately charg- 
ed with violent anti-American and con- 
servative 
pro-American 
sentiments. 


When Jie is anti-American, be is charg- 
ed with ingratitude toward the United 
States, because, as it Is assumed, be is 
the Sanguily who through tbe efforts 
of tbe Washington administration was 
freed after be bad been sentenced to 
death by Weyler. but this was Julio 
Sanguily. and tbe member of tbe con- 
vention Is bis brother. Manuel San 
gully. The latter was one of the lead 
ing ndwv">*"« nf nil vernal suffrage and 
of other radical provisions Jn the C«D- 
etitutlon, but as a matter of fact be 
never has been radical with regard to 
tbe relations with the United States, 
Manuel Sanguily is the director of the 
Institute of Havana, which ia affiliated 
with tbe university. 


It does not help tbe situation in Cub/i 


to have the American newspapers and 


I American public men talking of the 


negroes controlling tbe convention and 
predicting another Haiti and the like. 
Negro sentiment controlled that con- 
vention to the extent of fixing irrev- 


f or _tmiydrsal 


suffrage in ihe constitution, but this 
was a perfectly natural outcome of tbe 
conditions. The oegroea in Saiitiatf) 
wUe were followers of Maceo are Ig- 
norant and almost 'childlike in their 
simplicity. They had been tilled with 
tbe action that something which .van 
theirs wa& going te be taken away 
from them, and the most conservative 
members of the convention wko hail 
uiisgirlngg about the workings of uni- 
versal suffrage in practice saw that It 
would be necessary to remove this 
ground of suspicion at the beginning. 


Whether they exercise the franchise 


or not the Santiago blacks and the 
blacks all over the island have the 
knowledge that tiie right of voting ia 
theirs, and In ttmo this is sure to 
make them more friendly to the United 
States. 
No. means can be devised 


which in a day will entirely destroy 
the influence of ambitious leaders who 
seek to proy on the credulity. Some 
of these leaders in Santiago call them- 
selves "honorary blacks." When the 
negroes repudiate this class of Cu- 
bans and put forward more men of 
their own race, there will be more con- 
servatism. I have not found ia the 
island a negro of prominence who was 
not conservative. 
That is all the talk 


of negro supremacy amounts to at 
the present time. 
If ultimately the 


conservative influtvfies gf down and 
the radicals prevail, it will not be due 
to the negroes alonet

'•everywhere in tbe southern uplands, 
but without medern methods of devel- 
opment and transmission west ef them 
have been practically valueless fer gen- 
erations. So rapid has been progress in 
this line that BOW some of the raoat in- 
teresting examples of developed water 
power may be found south of the Poto- 
mac. 
Augusta and Columbia years 


ago undertook to make use of the abun- 
dant power ilowiBg past them, and in 
one case direct application of the de- 
veloped power and IB the other elec- 
trical distribution have stimulated 
enormously the industrial activity of 
these cities. 


Numerous individual plants of simi- 


lar character are equally Interesting as 
illustrative of the resources which the 
soutV possesses and* the meaner ia 
w!/' . tbey are being put to gainful 
use. Among them is the power plant 
on the James river at Richmond, now 
near completion. This is described in 
The Manufacturers' Record by Edward 
H. Sanbera, general manager of the 
National Association of Manufacturers. 
In the article he says: 


"From an economic standpoint as 


well as from a purely technical point 
of view this undertaking possesses 
such interest as to warrant extended 
description. 


"The peculiar location of tne city of 


Richmond presents industrial advan- 
tages and opportunities of much more 
than ordinary interest. At this point 
tbe James river drops abruptly from 
the broken uplands to the coastal plain, 
and thus it happens that below the city 
there is sufficient depth of water In tbe 
river to permit seagoing vessels to 
reach the wharfs of the city, while 
above there is a succession of falls and 
rapids. Batmen the tidal limits below 
the city and a distance of three miles 
above there Is a fall of 84 feet in the 
James river, aad within the nine mile 
limit this drop in tbe river amounts to 
112 feat Wita a watershed of about 
6,960 square miles and a minimum flow 
of 1,566 cubic feet per second it IE fig- 
ured that tbe river can be depended up- 
on to yield riot less than 15,000 horse- 
power continuously and a much larger 
power durinytke greater portion of the 
year. 


"For several generations the James 


river has furnished the motive power 
for numerous industries in Richmond, 


j but, as in many other similar cases, the 
' difficulties of transmission and distri- 


bution prevented the utilization of the 
river's energy to its full extent or to 
the best advantage. Divided owner- 
ship of the water privileges and a con- 
siderable number of individual and to 
Bome extent conflicting interests tended 
to complicate the problem of develop- 
ing the river's power resources when 
the mechanical difficulties had been 


j overcome by the advances of recent 
years in electrical transmission. 
The 


physical, economic and financial diffi- 
culties, have been so far overcome as to 
make the present enterprise a notable 
achievement and a promising undertak- 
ing from every point of view." 


While the development at Richmond 


is doing so much to h&sten tbe^utiliza- 
tion for industry of the southern wa- 
ter power, the discovery of oil in tbe 
Beaumont field, at the other extreme 


' of the south, has brought forward In 
, that region oil as a source of power. 
! A correspondent of The Manufactur- 
' ers' Record writes that the Electrical 


Street Railway company, the brewer- 
ies and several other plants at Hous- 
ton are now making the necessary 
changes to begin burning oil as fuel, 
and several cottonseed oil mills and 
other important industries are only 
awaiting the result of actual tests be- 


j fore discarding coal and wood. Con- 
tracts have been entered into for a 
term of years at 50 cents a barrel de- 
livered at the plants, the figuring mak- 
ing three barrels of oil equal to a ton 
of coal.

In this week's AdverUsh \ Talk allenv 


us to state in the very bti'.nnlng, lor 
the benefit of some of the merchants, 
we .occasionally meet, that advertising 
will not worU. miracles. The dayb of 
miracles are past some time ago. Ad- 
vertising will not go outside of your 
store and force people in. It \\ill not 
force purch£.^ers to buy. .But adver- 
Using- wil do much in this line. It will 
keep people posted on the goods you 
have in your store, of me new arrivals 
you have, of the bargains you have, or 
may make. It 
will 
influence their 


minds in your tavor. It will tell them 
all about the merits of your goods, the 
prices and ah that. It will, in other 
words, act as a silent salesman for your 
store, and do you far moie good than 
the best salesman j»ou have in your 
employ, no matter what big salary you 
may pay. The reason is very plain, 
your salesman only has an ooportunity 
to talk to those who come into your 
store, the ad. talks to thousands every 
night, and right in their homes where 
the question of making a purchase or 
not, 
the prices, etc. may be discussed 


among the members of the family. If 
you advertise right your ads. should 
tell them all about the goods you aie 
offering, ?nd certainly some valid rea- 
son why they should at least inevsti- 
gate yfour offerings. 


The best salesman you have does not 


sell to everyone who enters your store; 
no, nor to a quarter of them some days, 


t you are satisfied. Why then, should 


you expect an 
advertisement every 


time to bring big results. If that sales- 
man of yours talks right to the pros- 
pective purchaser, tells all about the 
merits of the goods, and quotes them 
prices, he will nine times out of ten, 
sooner or later get trial party for a 
customer, or at least sell the article 
they were looking at. So with an ad- 
vertisement, tell- them all about the 
goods you are offering and even if they 
do not happen to wish at that time 
just that article yet you have told them 
about them, and they- will remember 
you when they want anything in that 
Una. 


Do not think, by the way, that by 


telling the people once in a while you 
are going to keep their attention, and 
when they want something in your line 
they will remember what you said a 
month ago about it and rush to yew-store 
Your competitor possibly is telling them 
every day ,not only of that, but of 
plenty of otKer things he has tor sale, 
and his -name is fresh in their mind. 
Perhaps you have heard of the man 
whose doctor orderd him to take five 
drops of strychnine each day for a 
week. He saved time and trouble, you 
know, by taking the whole thirty-five 
drops at once. 


Adevrtisements are read, all state- 


ments to the contrary. Let some mer- 
chant who doubts this give us an ad- 
vertisement in which he offers some ar- 
ticle was below cost. The results will 
prove to him that advertising does 
pay and the cost willnotbemuchtohim. 
Then tell that mei chant to inform us 
just how the people knew of it if they 
do not read the advertising. We had 
an experience along this line in the of- 
fice here some months ago. The com- 
positor, in setting up an ad. in which 
beans was one of the lines mentioned* 
made a mistake in the figures, and got 
the price of beans lower than they 
could be stolen. There was a rush for 
those beans, and the merchant, mad as 
a March hare, sent for us to know 
what to do, as he could not afford to 
sell them at that price. As the error 
was on us, we told him to go ahead 
and sell all that heJiad calls for at the 
price advertised, and charge the differ- 
ence up to the Transcript, What was 
the result? Why, he soon cleaned out 
all his beans, and he must have had 
a lot of them, and we—well, we had a 
big bean bill to pay. 


If the merchants who are gettins re- 


sults from their advertising would only 
take a little advice once in a while, 
there is a very great posibility that 
they would have another story to tell. 
But many of them try and do get re- 
turns, and probably the reason is that 
they have not given to the readers ot 
the paper anj^ valid'reason or object for 
them to call, then give up-and say, "ad- 
vertising don't pay. If you think hard all 
ing don't pay." If you work hard all 
this week in your store and^ for some 
reason you not make it pay, are you 
going to give it up in disgust, and say, 
"business don't pay?" I guess not. 
Butjyou do try and try hard the next 
week to make it pay. Advertising is 
a part of every merchant's business 
these days, and can be made to pay and 
pay big.

She gave an 
answer that covers pretty well the rea- 
son why thoughtful people read ads.

other seasons of tbe year.

There was a number of matters of 


locz^ interest in t*ie legislature yes- 
terday. The debate over the bill to re- 
lieve members of the A. O. U. W. in 
this state from paying money to mem- 
bers 'outside the state was renewed. 
Bepresentative Childs of this city,' a 
member of the committee on insur- 
ance, had chargre of that committee's 
adverse report on the bill, and fnade a 
brief speech explaining: the position of 
the c'ommittee.. He argued that it 
would be dangerous to let the Massa- 
chusetts members become a class by 
themselves, as would be the case if the 
bill passed. A motion was made that" 
the original bill be substituted for the 
committee's adverse report, but was 
lost by the vote of 29 to 112. 


Ought to pass was reported by the 


ways and means comnuuee on the ap- 
propriation of $3uuu for the North Ad- 
ams normal school. , 


The committee on roads and bridges 


reported a bill to provide for the con- 
struction of sidepaths in townfi for bi- 
cycles. The bill provides that the 
county commissioners of any county, 
upon petition of 50 citizens, snail ap- 
point a commission of three sidepath 
commissioners,-each of whom shall be 
a cyclist, for three years' terms. The 
commissioners', with the approval of 
the selectmen of the town where a side 
path is wanted, shall construct such 


j sidepath. Licenses to cost 50 cents to 
i ?1 shall be issued, and no cyclist shall 


be allowed to ride on a sidepath who 
does not have a license attached to the 
left side of the front fork of his bicycle 
The license fees shall go into a special 
si-sepath fund. 
Unlicensed 
persons 


who ride on a sidepath may be fined $20 


(for each offense. No animal* are to be 
allowed on the paths.

procure and iurmsh a certificate from 
a physician stating that such re-vac- 
cination is- unnecessary or that they 
are unfit subjects for vaccination. 


All persons unable to procure the 


services of a physician for the purpose 
of the foregoing order, "n ill be x ex- 
amined and vaccinated free of charge 
by presenting themselves at the office 
of the bo-rd of health, city hall, be- 
tween the hours of 8 and 9 a, m.> or 8 
and 9 p. m.

It should be remembered that 
over the line in Vermont the law dowi 
not go off until May 1. A Berkshire 
fisheiman writes the following concern 
ing the opening of the season: 


It is not that the first day of April 


is a °ay above others favorable for 
trout fishing, for the real cream of the 
season is not to be had until a month 
later. Fishing will begin on ,this day 
primarily because the law is off on 
trout; but the real reason that makes 
every' disciple of the honored Isaac 
seek the pools and eddies of the trout 
streams is because that the yearmcg- 
stoied up in the hearts of fishermen for 
seven months is to be, in a measure, 
gratified by the simple act df dropping 
hook and line in a tiout stream. 


The day may be cold and the fish- 


erman will have to go winter clad, or it 
may ram hard enougn to drive the 
birds of thb air and the beasts of the 
field to shelter, but nothing will suffice 
to chill the aidor or dampen the enthu- 
siasm of the true fisherman who has 
been watching the advent of April 1 
since the time he saw a trout strike his 
bait or fly. 


Every fisherman, looks on a 
trout 


brook that can furnish a good string 
with a jealous eye. It is only among 
the most intimate friends and confid- 
enis that the fisherman will talk of the 
hsunts he has visited to fill his creel. 
The onjy answer the innocent inquirer 
is apt to get from the old fisherman is 
that the basket was caught 
"over 


there" or "down at the Poor Farm 
Brook." But it is generally regarded 
that this silence Is as ft should be, for 
it is not best for a man to get out\to 
fish wth too high hopes or too much 
confidence in this or that brook. Half 
the pleasure of the sport comes from^ 
discovery of the brook and its 
best 


holes, undirected. 


When an angler has worked out the 


problem of a brook he will fish the 
brook with twice the care and success 
that he would if he went out to fish on 
a schedule mappe'd out by some friend. 


April by no means offers the cream of 


the trout fishing. It is not until May 
that the true disciple of Isaac Walton 
is in h's glory< For it is not until May 
that the trout have shaken the chill 
of the icy waters out of their fin and 
are quick to dart on the tempting bait 
But next Monday will serve to take the 
wire edge off fisherman's enthusiasm 
and if anything like decent weather is 
sent there is sure to be a, crowd out fn 
every way worthy of the great occas- 
ion of the opening o? the trout season.
